New York, June 6.—At a meeting 
of’ Tammany hall general committee

The subject of mounting a number 
of the members of our police force todo daty 
on the outskiris of ourcity, is b3ing extensively 
discussed, and is meeting with general favor. 
Tt is a well-known fact that the territory cover- 
ad by the city of Atianta is much greater than 
that of any other city in Georgia, and if we 
mistake not ia 
NEARLY TWICE AS Ssuce 
as that of eitner Macon, Augusta, or Sayannah, 
and with all this in view the police force of At- 
lanta is mucl: smaller than that of eitoer of the 
cities mentioned above. The advocates of this 
gystem of gusrding the unprotected portion of 
our city claim that six policemen, well mount- 
ed, could secure protection to every resident in 
the suburbar. portion of our ¢ity by vimting 
those portions at least every two hours, or prob- 
t ably im less time than that. Atpresent, it is 
claimed, tha: the police in making their rounds 
while on duty, very seldom pass one point more 
than once while on duty,’ Some sections in the 
suburbs, it {4 gaid, are not visited oftener than 
ONCE IN FORTY-EIGHT HOURS. 

It is claimed that with mounted police every 
street and ailey can be kept under perfect con- 
trol and overlooked by their vigilant oe at 
any momen’.
